SCHOOL REPORT. 


Another school year has closed and in accordance with a 
time-honored custom, we submit a brief report of our schools. 

On account of sickness at the beginningof the school year, 
most of the arrangements in regard to summer schools were 
made by Mr. Philbrick. The death of Mr. Adams caused a 
vacancy in the School Board, and J. T. Colby was appointed 
to serve until the next annual election. The final organization 


was E. F. Philbrick, Chairman ; Ella McDaniel, Secretary and — 


Purchasing Agent; J.T. Colby, Treasurer. 

During the year we employed ten different teachers, having 
six schools in summer and eight during the fall. We only suc- 
ceeded in engaging experienced teachers for our two largest 
schools, and for one small school in fall. While the scholars 
attending this small school were greatly benefited, we believe 
the teacher could have taught three or four times as many, with 
as marked success as she taught these few ; with increased in- 
terest and consequent healthful emulation much more can _ be 
accomplished in a large school than in a small one. Witha 
few exceptions, the work done by the other teachers was as 
good as could be expected. The two that commenced teaching 
for the first time in summer were given fall schools, where they 
did equally as good work as in the summer; but we regret that 
the one given a smaller school could not be hired to teach the 
same school again, as we dislike to change teachers. 

We are glad to know that most of our young teachers have 
been trying to perfect themselves by attending school during 
winter, and that one has entered the Normal School. We wish 
that all teachers might realize the necessity for higher qualifica- 
tions, and consider that the education of the past is not requis- 
ite for the education of the future. We have not had adequate

funds to enable us to employ teachers who have specially pre- 
ei _ pared themselves for teaching. ‘They teach where they can 
have longer schools and more pay. | 
dae In making arrangements for schools in different parts of the 


town, providing conveyance for pupils and other like matters, 

that has been done which seemed the most suitable. In sum- 

mer we provided schooling for those scholars living near Graf- 
ton, in that town. Only one attended school there, so we had 

_a school for them in school house during fall; failure, again. 

e The prablem, still unsolved, that some one will have to con-_ 
tend with in the future as we have in the past, is what shall be 
done with those schools where there are only a few scholars. 

_ We realize that we have had too many small schools, and our 

attention has been called to the fact that it will be necessary to 

_ have a school in west part of town another year, on account of 
_ the increased number of scholars. This causes another ques- 

" tion to arise: How can a_ school-room be provided for these 

+. scholars? ~ / : 

: Repairs to a greater or less extent are needed on all our 
school houses, as but very few repairs have been made during 
the past six years. School houses No. 2 and 8 are too dilapi- 
dated to be used, while it will be economy to make repairs upon 
the others. We trust the town will raise money for this pur- 
pose, so that our pupils can at least be comfortable while in the 
school-room. 

- Schooling has been provided for 117 pupils during the year. 
Amount of available ‘scho)l| money was $511.43, making the 
average for each pupil $4.37. Commendable improvement has 
been made by most of our scholars, especially by those who 
have been regular in attendance. Writing and written spelling 
have not been neglected and we may be proud of the work done 
by many of our pupils who are reading in second and_ third 

readers. We hope the interest now manifested by these pupils 
may continue to future years. 
Some of our schools have been visited by parents ; and both 
teacher and pupils have thereby been encouraged to make 
greater efforts. We wish all parents realized how much depends
